INTRODUCTION 


The Annual Synar Report (ASR) format provides the means for states to comply with the 
reporting provisions of the Public Health Service Act (42 U.S.C. 300x-26) and the Tobacco 
Regulation for the Substance Abuse Prevention and Treatment Block Grant (SABG) (45 C.F.R. 
96.130 (e)). 


How the Synar report helps the Center for Substance Abuse Prevention 


In accordance with the tobacco regulations, states are required to provide detailed information on 
progress made in enforcing youth and young adult tobacco access laws (FFY 2022 Compliance 
Progress) and future plans to ensure compliance with the Synar requirements to reduce youth and 
young adult tobacco access rates (FFY 2023 Intended Use Plan). These data are required by 42 
U.S.C. 300x-26 and will be used by the Secretary to evaluate state compliance with the statute. 
Part of the mission of the Center for Substance Abuse Prevention (CSAP) is to assist states! by 
supporting Synar activities and providing technical assistance helpful in determining the type of 
enforcement measures and control strategies that are most effective.

The Department of Mental Health — Division of Behavioral Health (DBH) will continue to 
contract with the Food and Drug Administration for enforcement of the federal tobacco 
control laws. DBH is working with the Department of Public Safety — Division of Alcohol 
and Tobacco Control (ATC) to increase enforcement of state tobacco laws. For FFY 2023, 
the state will have five ATC agents who will be funded 90% federal and 10% state to 
conduct state and federal undercover buy inspections and federal advertising and labeling 
inspections. The agents will be conducting state enforcement checks. In FFY 2023, DBH will 
continue the merchant visits conducted by prevention resource centers.
